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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the First Office Action in response to the above identified patent 
application filed on March 24, 2005. 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 -1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

a. In claim 1 , lines 1-2, the phrase "in particular" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
German reference 39 22 552 (DE '552) in view of US Patent 4,328,879 (US '879). 

DE '552 teaches a gear mechanism having a driving gearwheel (10), seated in a 
manner fixed against relative rotation on a drive shaft, and a driven gearwheel 
(12), meshing with the driving gear wheel and driving a driven shaft, wherein a 
spring- elastic damping element (13) are located between the driven gear wheel 
and the driven shaft. 

DE '552 does not teach a plurality of dampening elements disposed between the 
driven gear and the driven shaft. The prior art to US '879 teaches a plurality of 
spring- elastic damping elements (28) located between the driven gear wheel 
(14) and the driven shaft (42). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the dampening 
arrangement of DE '552 with a plurality of dampening elements, as taught by US 
'879, motivation being to provide a noise/vibration reducing gear having good 
symmetry of the bearing load. 

With respect to claim 4, US '879 illustrates the driven wheel being braced in the 
axial direction by an annular shoulder on the drive shaft by way of the slaving 
device. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify 
the device of DE '552 with a shoulder on the drive shaft, as taught by US '879,

motivation being to provide a positive stop surface for positioning the wheel in an 
axial direction of the driven shaft.
